A net saving of $65 per mile per year on the 
maintenance of gravel roads as a result of calcium 
chloride treatment has been reported by E. M. Bayland, 
superintendent of Highways for Onondaga County, 

New York. 

Based on a 1 6 year performance study sponsored by 
the Secondary Roads Committee of the Highway 
Research Board, Mr. Baylands report revealed an 
average yearly saving of $50 in gravel and $225 in 
blading per mile.
